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lv FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF JANUARY 18 LONDON TIMES 
ARTICLE ON THE SUPPOSED INCREASE OF CIA MEN IN BRITAIN. 
WALKER ARTICLE STATES THAT AMERICAN FEARS ABOUT ARAB 
TERRORISM AND THE BRITISH CRISIS HAVE LED TO AN INCREASE 
OF 30 TO 40 CIA AND NATIONAL SECURITY AGENCY AGENTS, 

MANY OF THEM SKILLED IN ADVANCED SURVEILLANCE TECHNIQUES. 
ARTICLE QUOTES MILES COPELAND, DESCRIBED AS FORMER 
SENIOR CIA AGENT AND INTELLIGENCE EXPERT, AS FOLLOWS: 
"RIGHTLY OR WRONGLY, THE TOP MEN IN THE CIA BELIEVE THAT 
THE PRESENT SPATE OF STRIKES IN BRITAIN HAS FAR MORE 
SINISTER MOTIVES THAN THE MERE WINNING OF EXTRA WAGES. 
THEY BELIEVE THAT THE AIM IS TO BRING ABOUT A SITUATION 
IN WHICH IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE KIND OF 
DEMOCRATIC GOVERNMENT YOU ENJOY HERE TO CONTINUE." 
WALKER THEN STATES THAT IN ADDITION TO CIA MEN ASSIGNED 
TO THE AMERICAN EMBASSY, EXTRA MEN ARE OPERATING INSIDE 
AMERICAN CIVILIAN AND MILITARY RESEARCH AND ADVISORY 
OFFICES. 
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2. REPORT SAYS THAT COPELAND, WHO MAINTAINS CLOSE 
CONTACT WITH THE CIA, CLAIMS INCREASE WELL KNOWN TO 
BRITISH SERVICES AND THAT CIA ALLOWED TO OPERATE DUE TO 
SUPERIOR TECHNICAL COMPETENCE AND BECAUSE OF FREEDOM 
NOT ALLOWED BRITISH SECURITY SERVICES. COPELAND IS 
QUOTED AS SAYING THAT PRACTICAL CONSIDERATIONS PREVENT 
M15 FROM ACTING EFFECTIVELY AS RESTRICTIONS PRECLUDE 
ACTIVITY NECESSARY TO TRACK DOWN TERRORISTS AND 
SUBVERSIVES. SUCH ACTIVITY IS SUPPOSED TO BE IN LINE 
WITH CIA POLICY THROUGHOUT THE WORLD IN TIMES OF 
DOMESTIC CRISIS. 

3. THE ARTICLE POINTS OUT THAT CIA HAS BRITISH NATIONAL 
AGENTS IN BRITISH TRADE UNIONS AND THAT MOST REPORTS 
COLLECTED ARE PASSED ON TO BRITISH SERVICES FOR THE 
ACTION OF THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. ARTICLE FURTHER 
QUOTES COPELAND AS SAYING THAT CIA HAS BEEN TRYING TO 
CONVINCE THE BRITISH OF THE POWER OF SUBVERSIVES WITHIN 
THE UNIONS AND THAT PRESENT BRITISH SITUATION MAKES UK 
A TROUBLEMAKER'S DREAM. 

4. ARTICLE CONCLUDES THAT OTHER REASON FOR INFLUX OF 
INTELLIGENCE PERSONNEL IS THREAT TO AMERICAN PERSONNEL 
AND PROPERTY AS PRIME TARGET OF ARAB TERRORISTS AND 
MENTIONS RECENT EXPOSURE OF TIES BETWEEN ARAB GUERILLAS 
AND THE IRA. BULK OF CIA PERSONNEL ASSIGNED TO LONDON 
BECAUSE OF LANGUAGE PROBLEMS IN OTHER EUROPEAN CAPITALS 
AND BECAUSE OF CLOSE WORKING RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
BRITISH AND AMERICAN SERVICES. 

5. COMMENT: PAO DISCUSSED ARTICLE WITH "TIMES" 

DEPUTY EDITOR LOUIS HEREN WHO STATED HE HAD NOT SEEN IT 
UNTIL IT APPEARED IN THE EARLY EDITIONS. HE STATED HE 
DID NOT LIKE IT AND AGREED THAT IT WAS PERNICIOUS. 
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
